2. D1 discloses water-soluble lignins treated with enzymes having polyphenol 
ox.diz.ng activity. The thus treated lignins may be used in cosmetic compositions 
such as deodorants (D1 : claims 1 , 1 1 -1 2 and 1 7). D1 destroys the novelty of 
present claims 1-9.
